Claim 4 (Currently Amended): A pharmaceutical composition comprising an 
effective amount to inhibit th e growth of tumors or to treat leukemia of a compound Claim 1 
and a pharmaceutically acceptable carrier. 

Claim 5 (Currently Amended): A method of treating cancers susc e ptibl e to CPT 
leukemia in a mammal in need thereof, comprising administering to the mammal an effective 
amount for treating canc e rs susc e ptible to CPT leukemia of the camptothocin peptide 
conjugat e compound of Claim 1 .

Claim 9 (Currently Amended): A method for inhibiting the enzyme topoisomerase I, 
comprising contacting a DNA-topoisomerase I complex with the camptoth e cin p e ptid e 
conjugat e compound of Claim 1 . 

Claim 10 (Currently Amended): A method for stabilizing the topoisomerase I-DNA 
cleavable complex, comprising contacting a DNA-topoisomerase I cleavable complex with 
the camptoth e cin peptide conjugate compound of Claim 1 . 
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
